to the said automobile main electric junction box of tho vehicle 

Claim 2 (currently amended) A fuse holder system according to claim 1, 
characterised characterized in that th e said housings (2) and (4) are being variable in 
number and configuration, according to the number and configurations of fuses (3) and 
(5) involved and to the e qual or diff e rent f e atur e s ther e of . 

Claim 3 (currently amended) A fuse holder system according to previous claim 1, 
characterised characterized in that the said cover (7) for the covering said housings (2) 
and (4) of the said fuse holder module body (1) forms a single piece therewith, and is 
joined therewith through a pivoting line determining a joint or a swinging hinge (8), said 
cover (7) being provided with fixing means (2) f° r fixing it to the said fuse holder module 
body (1) in a closed position. 
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Claim 4 (currently amended) A fuse holder system according to pr e vious claim 2, 
oharaotoriaod characterized in that the said cover (7) for the covering said housings (2) 
and (4) of the said fuse holder module body (1) forms a oinglo picoo therewith, and ia 
being joined together by therewith through a pivoting line determining a joint or a 
swinging hinge (8), said cover (7) further being provided with fixing means £9} for fixing 
& said cover (7) to the said fuse holder module body (1) in a closed position. 
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
